ApJUcants believe that the proposed claim clarifies the definition of Applicants* "water 
coirlpatible compound" as a compound which is water dilutable/water-soluble by 
introduction the limitations **non-emulsion" and "non-dispersion" into the claim Also, as 
not^d by you, the meaning of the phrase "water compatible compound" shall be fiirtiier 
clarified by deleting the word "resin" on page 41, line 11, of Applicants' specification to 
bring it in accordance with amended Claim 7. 

Apjlicants also propose canceling Claims 1 through 6 to fiirther clarify that the "maleimide 
derivative" is of the specific fonnula shown in amended Claim 7. 

Therefore, given the very specific nature of the malemide derivative, a person of ordinary 
skill in the art would certainly know or which be able to deteraune, without the burden of any 
undue experimentation, which compounds would copolymerize with the maleimide 
derivative. 

While the proposed amendments introduce new hmitations to Claim 7, Applicants 
respectfidly submit that the hmitations do not require more than a nominal search and donot 
necessitate a new search. 
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Sho ild Applicants be granted an interview, Applicants also plan to disciws how amended 
a 7 is not anticipated by the prior art references of McGinniss et al., Roth et al., Wilson 
al, ox Kishino et al. in light of the amendments made to claim 7.
